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PEEFACE. 



That the learning of a language is a task, a tedioiu 
and a difficult ta&k, will be admitted by all those who 
have learned, and by those who have taught languages. 
Great progress has, however, of late been made in the 
teaching of modern languages ; several systems, such as 
that of Manesca or of Ollendorff, that of Robertson, 
have been widely introduced, and have almost driven out 
the old theoretical system of teaching. But Ollendorff's 
system, though, according to my opinion, the safest to 
learn to speak a language, requires considerable time 
before the pupil begins to read and understand. I have 
myself for the last nine years made use of Manesca's and 
Ollendorff's books, but I have always commenced read- 
ing and translating into English the very first lessons^ 
so that many of my pupils, when they have gone through 
the first twenty lessons in Ollendorff's Grammar, are 
able to translate an easy German book by the aid of a 
dictionary. 

Too much stress has always been laid upon what is 
called the grammar of a language. Does not a child 
learn to read and understand what it is reading, without 
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knowing grammar ? Do not thousands of people, who 
cannot parse a sentence, enjoy the prose and poet writ- 
ers of Germany, France and England ? Did not the 
people in Rome, at the time of Caesar, listen to and 
understand their great orators, without being all gram- 
marians ? Go into a large school and see which pupils 
know Grammar best : certainly the most intelligent, the 
most industrious ; but which of them speak their lang- 
uage best ? Those who hear it spoken at home in its 
greatest purity. 

I have always been of the opinion, and twenty years 
of professional practice have confirmed this opinion, that 
to read and understand a language requires but a very 
slender knowledge of special grammar. 

A number of German Readers have been published, 
which contain extracts from Schijler, Goethe, Lessing 
and other great- writers, for the avowed purpose of intro- 
ducing pupils to the literature of the language ; but I 
believe all of them were compiled under the supposition, 
that the student had already spent a considerable time 
in the study of the language, before he attemptti to 
read. I have tried to make use of these books for the 
last 16 years, but have almost always found it neces- 
sary to have recourse to other works ; for even pupils 
who had already some knowledge of the language, re- 
quired still too much assistance. Many of the first pieces 
in these books could be read and understood by a Ger- 
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man child ; but what is easy for a child, when reading 
its native language, is not generally so for a stranger 
who is beginning to study that language ; for the former 
the subject requires to be simple although the language 
should be very idiomatical ; whilst, for the latter, the 
idiom should agree as nearly as possible with that of his 
own language, though the subject itself were difficult. 
Fables have been generally selected for the first reading 
lessons, but fables are by no means easy ; take the fol- 
lowing sentence, which id the first sentence in one of 
these Readers : ,^@in ihrot n>&rbigte einen i^afen feincr 
n&^ern 93e!anntfcl^aft/^ The verb in this sentence has 
no parallel in English and must be paraphrased. There 
is however another objection to the early introduction 
of pieces taken from first-rate authors. When the 
pupils, after much labor and patience has been spent, 
or through the assistance of the teacher, obtain some 
idea of what the author intended to convey, can it be 
said that they understand, that they feel the author 7 
that the words, the sound, the weight of every syllable 
has produced its efiect upon their minds ? And what is 
the consequence ? The piece has lost its novelty ; they 
may afterwards never feel what they would have felt, if 
they had come better prepared to the feast. I have 
always found that the more gradually the pupil is intro- 
duced into the literature of any language, the surer is 

his progress, and the greater his ultimate success. The 
a2 
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object of the present volume, then, is simply to teach 
the pnpil to read and understand the Gei*man language, 
supposing no previous acquaintance Tvith the language. 

To teach the sounds of a language by written words 
is, no doubt, a dijQScult, perhaps an impossible under* 
taking ; nor do I intend to say that those who teach 
themselves by this means^ can obtain as good a pro- 
nunciation as those who learn from a teacher, who has 
paid attention to this subject. But the German language 
is spoken. over so extensive a territory, and the pro- 
nunciation, even of men of education, is so very dis- 
similar, that I flatter myself that the opinion of one 
who has paid great attention to the sounds of different 
languages, may not be unwelcome to any student. But 
my principal object, in occupying so large a space of 
this volume by the pronunciation, was to enable per- 
sons who cannot employ a teacher, to obtain a pronun- 
ciation which will be at least perfectly intelligible. I 
am convinced that many more persons who live in the 
smaller towns of America, where German teachers can- 
not always be obtained, would study German for the 
sake of our literature, if they could only obtain the pro- 
nunciation. 

The manner in which I have tested the practicability 
of my system of pronunciation, has been as follows : I 
placed the interlinear-pronunciation into the hands of 
an American, who had no knowledge of German, and 
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requested him to read it to a Grerman, who, without any 
•difficulty, understood every word. 

In the selection of the pieces I have paid no attention 
to their beauty, my only object being to select easy sub- 
jects, containing a large number of words, particularly 
roots. I have also been careful to select such subjects 
only, as are fit for all ages ; as I entertain the hope that 
the day is not far distant, when the German language 
will be taught in our public institutions of instruction, 
as its usefulness for the lawyer, the physician, the mer- 
chant far exceeds that of any other language. 

I now come to the last part of this volume, the voca- 
bulary. Many French and German Beaders, which have 
been published of late, contain a small Dictionary, or 
Alphabetical Vocabularies at the end, obliging the pupil 
to look out the words. When this is done properly, when 
all the words so sought, are written down, and repeated 
until indelibly impressed upon the memory, there can 
be no objection to this plan ; but many pupils have not 
sufficient leisure to do so; many are too indolent to 
take this trouble, and many consider the time misspent. 
My intention was to save the student this labor and to 
make everything perfectly easy ; he has no other book 
to consult, he is required to do no writing ; all he has 
to do is to repeat. Every word which occurs in the body 
of the book is found in the Vocabulary, and in the same 
order, but it is found only once ; it is found where it first 
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appears, and the student must there make it his own* 
It may perhaps be asked, why not make an interlinear 
Reader, with all the English words under the German 
words ? My answer is, that I have tried some of these, 
and found them worse than useless; for where the 
memory or the understanding is required to make no 
effort, there can be no progress. The labor which has 
been bestowed upon this part of the work is immense ; 
and I am aware that nothing but the consciousness of 
having contributed something to facilitate the acquire- 
ment of a language, which is daily becoming of more 
importance, not only in this country, but in every other 
part of the world, can repay me for my trouble,

DIRECTIONS TO TEACHERS. 



Teachers who use ibis Reader, should proceed in the following 
manner, no matter whether they are instructing one pupil, or 
fifty. 

The pupils open their books at page 3, and the teacher pronounces 
distinctly the first vowel sound % ; the pupils pronouncing all at 
once the same sound. In the same manner all the vowels and 
diphthongs, to page 5, are pronounced, the teacher making such 
remarks, and giving such explanations as he thinks fit, avoiding 
however to become prolix, which vrill only distract the attention 
of the pupils, and produce no result. Practice and quick action, 
ur^g the pupil to imitate, is aU that is necessary in the begin- 
ning. 

The teacher will now turn to the consonants, pronouncing each 
in the same manner, and proceeding as mentioned before. He 
will then make the pupils pronounce the double consonants. 

AU this should be repeated two or three times, and the pupils 
should be required to pronounce simultaneously, a habit which 
they obtain in the course of two or three lessons. 

After this the teacher should turn to table B, 1, page 241, 
and pronounce the first column ha, ia, fa, pointing out, at the 
same time, the similarity between the English and German 
sounds, then the three next columns, adb, a\)h, db, and then the 
last two -columns ah, ahh. In this manner he will proceed with 
all the tables. 

The pupil will now turn to page 43, and the teacher will slowly 
BpeU the words: hai fRoif)U\)\^tn, in the following manner, the 
pupil pronouncing after him : h-a-^, biiig — ffi-c-t-l^, TOt^ — f-e-J-I, ffjl 
i-^-n, (Jen — S^lot^fe^lc^crt — ha€ fRot\)U\)l^tn ; thus he will continue 
to the word peleti/ which is a sufBcient quantity, particularly if 
the class is large. Instead of pronouncing the double consonants 
^f W/ 1^' separately, he may indicate their sound by one opening 
of the mouth. The teacher will now pronounce the word hai, and 
ask what it is in Euglish, and receiving no answer, will say:

d^ttlf a diminative particle/* explaining the use of it ; and he will 
thus continue. When he comes to the word Hi kt the second 
line, he should stop, giving the pupils time to remember, as the 
word has already occurred. 

He will now direct the pupils to study, for the next lesson, 
the signification of the words of the first column in the Yocabii** 
lary, page 201, referring for the pronunciation to page 13. 

SECOND LESSON. 

The pupils will now open their books at page 43, and pronounce 
simultaneously, without the assistance of the teacher: bad — Slotf;- 
Ui)\-(iftn — Hi ffiei\)U}}ldftn, to the word ftelen. They will now shut 
their books, and the teacHer will ask the first pupil what is H^ 
in English ? The second, what is ffiiii\)U\)l6)tn ? The third, xci}) ; 
the fourth, bte ^t\)U; to the word flrengf/ and the next pupil: 
(Stn fRet\)U})\<f)tn Um in ber <BtxtnQt, and thus through the whole 
lesson. The teacher will then pronounce and explain the lesson 
to the end of the paragraph, or somewhat further, as during the 
first lesson. 

THIRD LESSON. 

The teacher will proceed in the same manner as the day before, 
but when the pupils have read and translated the lesson, the tea- 
cher should turn to the Vocabulary, and ask the pupils separately 
the words of the first lesson, beginning at toc\)ntn, and going 
backward. The fourth lessons, he should commence at the word 
2it\), page 202, and go back to the beginning. After awhile, 
when he is convinced that the words are well impressed upon the 
minds of the pupils, he may gradually omit the first studied 
words, returning to them however from time to time. The spell- 
ing of the words may be omitted after the sixth lesson, but the 
pronouncing must be continued until all the pupils have obtained 
a good pronunciation. 

Thus the teacher will proceed to the end of the volume, re- 
membering that the object of this work is to teach to read and to 
understand, not to speak ; to obtain the latter object, other and 
very different exercises are necessary, which the author may per- 
haps explain in another work. 



DIKECTIONS FOR THE STUDENTS. 



The stadent who learns without a teacher, will proceed in the 
following manner. He will first carefully read what is said about 
the sounds of the vowels, diphthongs and consonants, pronouncing 
all aloud as directed ; after which he will caref^y peruse the 
long and short English sounds in table A, page 240, and then read 
aloud all the tables B, page 241—8, rhyming the German words 
with the English words over the top of each column, and com- 
mitting to memory at least one of the English words for each 
long and each short sound, so that the memory, in case of need, 
ean easily revert to it. He will now study the General Rules of 
Pronunciation, page 7, and then read the Directions for the use of 
the interlinear reader. When this has been done, he will turn 
to page 13, and read two or three lines of the first reading lessons, 
by the aid of the interlinear pronunciation, repeating it until 
sufficientiy impressed upon the memory. He will now refer to 
page 43, where he will find the same lesson without the inter- 
linear pronunciation, and try to read the same lines, referring 
back to page 13 as long as the least doubt exists as to the pro- 
nunciation* of a single syllable. When the first lines have been 
mastered, he may gradually proceed in the same manner with the 
whole piece, taking but small quantities at a time, until he can 
read it fluentiy. When this has been accomplished, he will 
carefully peruse what has been said of the Verb, page 10, and 
then turn to the Vocabulary, page 201, and study the meaning 
of each word in the first paragraph or two, paying particular 
attention to the infinitive of the verb at the top and at the bottom 
of the page. Four or five lines are sufficient for the first lessons; 
and I must most particularly warn the pupil against attempting 
long lessons in the beginning ; the human mind is like a sponge, 
it will receive only a certain quantity at a time. For these 
studies it is not sufficient that the meaning of the sentence should 
be known, but the signification of every word should be under- 
ftoodt independent of its connection with the sentence. It is only 
bj paying strict attention to this rule that the pupil can facilitate 
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his studies and abridge his labors. When the meaning of eyery 
word in the first paragraph is thoroughly known to the student^ 
he may gradually proceed to the end of the first parable, and 
when all the words are indelibly impressed upon the memory, and 
not until then, he may commence the study of the second. After 
haying studied the second piece, he should recite aloud 'to him-* 
self or to somebody else the yocabulary of the first piece, neyer 
abandoning it entirely until forgetting is out of the question. 

When two are studying together, the one should read aloud to 
the other, who at such times should not look into the book, so 
that the ear may become accustomed to German sounds. In the 
same manner the student will continue his labors to the end ot 
the book, gradually increasing the quantity of the lesson, when 
he will find that he has collected so large a stock of words and 
flentences that he can pursue his studies with ease and pleasure. 

The tables- B, page 241 — 8, should be frequently repeated aloud, 
and the letters always be called by their German name ; for the 
letters are the simple elements of the sounds of a language, and 
when these are not perfectly learned, all attemps at obtaining a 
good pronunciation must proye abortiye.

6. A peculiarity in the German language is, that there are no 
soft consonant sounds at the end of the syllables, what- 
ever G-rammarians may say to the contrary. A very sim- 
ple test will decide it; let a German who does not know 
English, pronounce the following sentence : " The lad had 
a bag of peas in his cab*'; and he will certainly pronounce 
" The lat hat a back of peace in his cap". Some Gram- 
marians speak of a sort of medium sound, such as hp and 
dt, but a consonant is either hard or soft, sharp or flat ; it 
cannot be both at once ; for the one is produced whilst ex- 
haling, the other whilst inhaling, and both operations can- 
not be performed at one time. All the difference that Ger- 
mans make between the hard and soft consonants at the 
end of a syllable is, that with the former, they pronounce 
the preceding vowel short, with the latter, generally long. 
Pronounce therefore the following consonants at the end 
of a syllable :

THE YEBB. 

In order to speak a language it is necessary to know every 
verb by heart ; to read and understand a language, it is suffi- 
cient to recognize the tense and to know how to find the In* 
finitive mood. 

The infinitive mood always terminates in en, as lieben, fuc^en, 
fd)lagen, except when the last letter of the root is a liquid, I 
or r, in which case the' e is sometimes omitted, as fammeln, 

fbrbern. 

To find the infinitive mood of regular verbs cut off the ter- 
minations e, f^, {, et of the present and it, tefl, iti, ten of the 
imperfect tense and substitute en j for inst. liebe, liebfl, liebt 
liebte, liebten, make lieben. 

The Present Participle which invariably terminates in b is 
seldom used, unless as an adjective. In poetry it is used as 
a participle, Ilebenb, fud)enb. * 

The Past Participle has flC before the root, except in verbs 
which have the prefixes ge, be, ber, ^er, er, emp, ent, toiber ; and 
such as are derived from foreign languages; it ends in t, ge« 
Ilebt, ge|15rt, take off the ge and change t into en, lieben, ft5ren j 
jerflSrt change t into en, ^erftSren. 

The irregular verbs change the vowel of the reot to form the 
imperfect and the past participle, for inst. fcf^reibett, to write.
